ANEW SPIRIT WANTED.

The Times in a leading article says :— 
| One thing obvious. above every other in this 
intolerably protracted dispute is that 4 settle- 
ment without constraint is impossible. There 
is no will to reach an amicable agreement on 
the part of either the miners or the owners, 
so far ds their views are reflected by the 
two national isations, and since, in the 
circumstances of to-day, the first step to end 
the deadlock must be the minets’. readiness 
to accept a reduction of wages, the constraint 
has first to be applied to them. When the 
miners have taken the decision that will set 
the whéels of ne in in motion, and 
make certain an early resumption of work, the 
time will have come. to consider,once more 
how the industry can reap the gains that 
are to be had-from the adoption on the 
largest scale of the Commission's recommenda- 
tions. The colliery ownets, as well as the 
miners, are obstructing the application of the 
proposals for reorganisation though, of course, 
for different reasons. — 

The Prime Minister has laid the lash of a 
stern rebuke upon both parties. Never before 
has the head of the Government of this coun- 
try found it necessary to speak in such terms 
of unqualified condemnation of any organisa- 
tion of employers. There must be a — 
of attitude and of temper on the part of the 
owners no less than on the part of the 
miners. ‘The interests. of the nation and the 
welfare of the industry. demand it. Let owners 
and miners turn from their negotiations and 
antagonisms, and combine ip constructive and 
enterprising « endeavours to -revive a hard- 
pressed industry.

HIGH RATE OF FAILURES. 

The President, in submitting the Council's 
report and statement of aecounts*for the year 
euded Slst December, 1925, said :— The 
Council's report and statement of accotints 
for the year 1925, which have been in. your 
hands for some time, do not call for detailed 
comment on my part. Eighty-six candidates 
sat for the examinations of the Institute last 
year. In the preliminary examination 41 per 
cent, passed; ih the intermediate 80 per 
cent., and in the final only 28 per cent. The 
high percentage of failurés’ii the’ preliminary 
examination 1s ‘explained by the meagre 
educational attainments ‘of many of those 
who presented themselves, and who were 
obviously unsuitable; while in the case of the 
final examination ‘the high rate of failures— 
no less than 72 per cent.--is due to the fact 
that the bulk of the candidates did not 
make adequate preparation for what is neces- 
sarily an exacting test of their’ fitness to 
become chartered accountants. At the ‘same 
time, I would members to give articled 
clerks ample opportunities of acquiring a 
sound, “practical knowledge “of. the “work 
carried on in their respective offices, and I 
would further sttggest that the articles. of 
clerks who do not show a real aptitude for 
a professional. accountant’s work. should -be 
terminated on an equitable basis at the 
earliest possible moment.

NEW MAORI. DIOCESE. 


The formation of the new Maori Diocese of 
Ao-tea-roa, and the problem of discovering 
a suitable bishop for its administration, were 
the principal matters. discussed at the 
triennial meeting of the Native Church Board 
of the Diocese of Auckland, New Zealand. 
The Archbishop presided, and there were also 

resent sixteen Maori clergymen and laymen. 
The Maoris were desirous that a bishop of 
their own race should be appointed, but the 
members of the Board’ were convinced that 
the difficulties of organising the new diocese 
would be so great that no one oí the Maori 
clergy possessed sufficient’ experience to 
undertake the work. The following motion 
was passed unanimously:—“ That in the 
opinion of this Church Board the firsh bishop 
for the Bishopric of Ao-tea-roa should be ? 
Maori-speaking pakehba.”” “ Pakeha’’ is the
